Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Hirst  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1971  which  relates  to  the  health  of  the  residents  within  the  Rural 
District  and  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  and  also  includes 
the  record  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Cleansing 
Superintendent. 

The  record  is  a satisfactory  one.  There  has  been  a slight  increase 
in  the  birth-rate  and  also  a slight  increase  in  the  death-rate. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  low  and  none 
occurred  in  endemic  form. 

The  various  schemes  to  help  old  people  continued  to  operate 
efficiently — chiropody,  domiciliary  laundry,  meals  services — and 
details  of  these  are  given  in  the  Report. 

The  Council’s  policy  to  extend  the  alarm  system  to  bungalows 
occupied  by  old  people  outside  the  Comprehensive  Development 
Schemes  and  to  appoint  Good  Neighbour/ Warden  service  is  highly 
commendable  and  will  be  greatly  appreciated  by  the  elderly. 

I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Health  Department  for 
their  continued  and  efficient  efforts  in  the  Department  the  results  of 
which  are  shown  in  this  Report. 

I welcome  also  the  further  opportunity  of  thanking  you  Mr. 
Chairman,  Mrs.  Hirst  and  Gentlemen  for  your  support  and  the  Officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation.

424  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  235  males  and  189 
females.  The  number  in  1970  was  402.  The  death  rate  (adjusted) 
of  12.4  is  more  than  that  of  the  previous  year  (11.9). 

The  rate  for  County  Durham  is  11.7,  and  the  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  11.6  (Table  I). 


Individual  causes  of  death  are  shown  in  Table  II. 


Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  accounted  for  154  of  the 
deaths  registered  or  36%  of  all  deaths  registered.  In  1970  the 
figure  was  30%. 


Cancer  accounted  for  84  of  the  deaths  which  represents  19.8% 
of  all  deaths.  In  1970  the  figure  was  10.1%.  The  deaths  from  Cancer 
in  all  forms  is  2.1  per  1,000  population. 


There  were  16  deaths  from  Lung  Cancer  (15  in  1970)  which 
represents  a rate  of  0.4  per  1,000  of  the  population. 


There  were  no  deaths  from  ITiberculosis.  One  death  was  regis- 
tered from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  1970.

In  1970  there  were  11 
deaths  giving  a rate  of  16.8.  The  rate  for  Durham  County  is  12.0  and 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  12.0.

There  were  8 deaths  of  children  under  one  week  old.  This 
gives  a rate  of  11.2  per  1,000  live  births.

During  1971  there  were  7 stillbirths  and  8 deaths  of  children 
under  1 week  old.  This  gives  a rate  of  21.0  per  1,000  live  and  still 
births.

(d)  Domestic  Help. 

Domestic  Help  is  provided  for  households  where  it  is 
required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill,  an 
expectant  mother,  lying-in,  mentally  defective,  aged  or  a 
child  not  over  school  age. 

During  the  year  253  home  helps  were  employed,  attending 
365  cases,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  169,  new  cases  were 
added  during  the  course  of  the  year  and  142  cases  were 
terminated.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  392  cases 
being  attended.

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7.  Domiciliary  Laundry  Service  for  Old  People 

This  service  is  provided  by  the  British  Red  Cross  Society,  the 
Hospital  Authority  and  the  Local  Health  Authority  (Durham 
County  Council).  It  has  been  operating  successfully  since  its  inception 
in  1957. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  1971 , there  were  21  households 
receiving  the  service.  At  the  end  of  the  year  1971  there  were  15 
households  benefiting  from  this  service. 


8.  Meals  for  Old  People. 

During  1971  the  meals  for  old  people  were  extended;  a luncheon 
club  was  formed  at  Witton  Gilbert  and  the  meals-on-wheels  service 
commenced  at  West  Rainton. 

The  schemes  throughout  the  District  operate  well,  the  cost 
being  shared  between  Durham  Rural  District  Council  and  Durham 
County  Council.  The  success  of  the  meals  service  is  due  largely  to  the 
Volunteers  concerned  and  their  services  are  greatly  appreciated, 
especially  by  the  old  people. 

Building  has  commenced  on  three  central  kitchens  situated  at 
Pity  Me,  Sherburn  and  West  Rainton.  These  are  expected  to  be 
completed  in  June,  1972,  when  it  is  envisaged  that  the  service  will  be 
extended  to  give  the  meals  service  to  those  resident  in  the  Rural 
District  who  hitherto  have  been  unable  to  benefit  from  this  service.

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9.  Chiropody 

Details  of  the  Chiropody  Services  operating  in  the  District  are 
shown  in  the  Table. 

You  will  observe  that  there  has  been  a reduction  in  the  number 
of  treatments  at  certain  clinics  due  to  the  service  being  suspended 
for  a few  months  because  of  the  shortage  of  Chiropodists. 

This  service  is  very  successful  due  to  the  good  relationships 
which  exist  between  the  Voluntary  Helpers  and  the  Chiropodists. 

The  old  people  make  every  effort  to  attend  and  greatly  appreciate 
the  assistance  given. 

The  cost  of  the  service  is  borne  by  Durham  County  Council. 
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1.  Water  Supply. 

The  District  is  supplied  by  the  Durham  County  Water  Board. 
The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity  during 
the  year. 

Mr.  D.  G.  Drummond,  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Durham  County 
Water  Board,  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  information  relating 
to  the  water  supply.  He  points  out  that  the  increase  in  consumption 
in  the  Board’s  area  is  only  0T1  million  gallons  per  day  over  the 
previous  year.  During  the  six  years  prior  to  31st  March  1970,  there 
was  an  average  annual  increase  in  consumption  of  0-80  million 
gallons  per  clay. 

The  unmetred  consumption  amounts  to  32-26  gallons  per  head 
per  day  (31-85  in  1970)  and  the  metered  consumption  15-82  (15-75 
in  1970),  a total  of  48-08  gallons  a day  for  each  of  the  consumers  in 
the  area  of  supply  (47-60  in  the  previous  year). 

There  were  tested,  3,317  bacteriological  samples,  of  which  691 
were  distribution  samples  (i.e.  samples  taken  from  mains  or  from 
service  pipes  to  properties).

Bacteriological  Standards. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  Report  No.  71  recommends  the  following 
standards  for  water  collected  in  the  distribution  system; — • 

(1)  Throughout  any  year  95%  of  samples  should  not  obtain 
any  coliform  organisms  or  E.Coli  in  100  ml. 

(2)  No  sample  should  contain  more  than  10  coliform  organisms 
per  100  ml. 

(3)  No  sample  should  contain  more  than  2 E.Coli  per  100  ml. 

(4)  No  sample  should  contain  I or  2 E.Coli  per  100  ml.  in  con- 
junction with  a total  coliform  count  of  3 or  more  per 
100  ml. 

(5)  Coliform  organisms  should  not  be  detectable  in  100  ml.  of 
any  two  consecutive  samples.

Closet  A ccommodation . 

There  are  57  ash  close ts/Elsons  in  the  District,  the  majority 
of  which  are  in  houses  scheduled  for  clearance  and  demolition  or 
houses  in  outlying  parts  of  the  District  with  no  sewage  facilities. 

No  conversions  to  water  carriage  system  were  carried  out  during 
the  year  making  a post-war  total  of  526.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there 
were  13,821  domestic  premises  out  of  a total  of  13,878  on  the  water 
carriage  system  which  represents  approximately  99.5% 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse. 

The  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  has  continued  and 
there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  amount  of  trade  refuse  collected 
from  factories  etc. 

The  amount  of  bulky  household  refuse,  furniture  etc.,  has 
increased  considerably,  so  too  has  the  ‘fly’  dumping  in  hedgerows 
and  on  waste  land,  when  will  the  public  become  aware  of  the  services 
offered  free  under  the  Civic  Amenities  Act  ? 

The  Council  has  decided  to  implement  a bulk  loading  scheme 
for  collection  of  trade  refuse,  and  an  order  has  been  placed  for  a Fore 
& Aft  Vehicle  equipped  with  lifting  mechanism. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  built  in  the  district  has 
also  necessitated  the  ordering  of  a 50  cu.  yd.  ‘Revopak’  collection 
vehicle  and  on  delivery  of  these  two  new  vehicles  we  shall  dispose  of 
the  last  two  'side  loaders’  and  the  whole  fleet  will  then  consist  of 
compression  vehicles. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tip  at  Kelloe  has  now  been  filled  and  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  final  levelling  and  covering  in  order  to 
hand  back  the  land  to  the  National  Coal  Board. 

The  Council  has  decided  to  carry  out  'work  study’  throughout 
all  the  departments  employing  manual  workers  with  a view  to 
Bonus  Schemes  being  introduced- — at  present  the  interim  10% 
bonus  is  paid. 

5.  Salvage 

The  collection  and  sale  of  salvage  continued  but  the  overloading 
at  the  paper  mills  affected  this  Council  as  it  did  most  authorities. 

Therk  was  an  increase  in  the  tonnage  collected,  237*17  tons 
being  despatched  to  Thames  Board  Mills  Ltd.  The  sum  of  £1,528*51 
was  distributed  60%  to  the  workmen,  40%  to  the  Council. 

Scrap  amounting  to  £652*80  was  collected  and  distributed  60% 
to  the  workmen  and  40%  to  the  Council.

6.  Rodent  Control 

Table  IV  shows  a summary  of  the  properties  inspected  and 
treated  during  the  twelve  months  ended  December,  1971. 

Two  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out  at  the  Council’s 
Sewers  and  Sewage  Works  during  the  year. 

295  premises  were  found  to  be  infested  with  rats  and  137  with 
mice.  Many  visits  were  made  in  the  course  of  the  successful  treatment 
of  these  premises. 

8 contracts  were  entered  into  with  various  owners  or  occupiers 
of  agricultural  holdings,  to  carry  out  a minimum  of  2 treatments  a 
year  at  a fixed  price.

4.  Treatments  were  carried  out  in  respect  of 
sewers  infested  by  rats. 
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Section  D.— Housing. 

During  the  year  62  houses  were  built  by  the  Council.  (As 
shown  in  the  Table). 

182  houses  were  built  by  private  owners. 

21  houses  were  made  ht  as  a result  of  informal  action  under  the 
Public  Health  and  Housing  Acts. 

4 demolition  orders  were  made  during  the  year  making  a post- 
war total  of  892.  4 Closing  Orders  were  made. 

11,  houses  subject  to  demolition  orders,  were  demolished. 
1 house  subject  to  a Closing  Order  was  closed. 


Overcrowding. 

There  were  no  cases  of  overcrowding  revealed  during  1971. 

11  families  (27  persons)  were  rehoused  from  houses  subject  to 
demolition  order,  and  1 family  (3  persons)  from  a house  subject 
to  Closing  Order. 

The  Council’s  scheme  for  rehousing  provides  for  the  provision 
of  priority  to  be  given  to  families  in  which  there  is  a case  of  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  represents  that 
rehousing  would  be  beneficial.  There  is  a residential  qualification 
of  one  year. 

The  scheme,  without  doubt,  is  a most  beneficial  provision  in  this 
disease  where  the  relationship  with  housing  conditions  is  considered 
to  be  close. 


Alterations  to  Houses. 

(a)  In  operation  is  a scheme  whereby  alterations  may  be 
effected  to  any  house  in  which  there  lives  a disabled  person,  altera- 
tions which  will  enable  that  person  more  easily  to  overcome  the 
disability. 

Examples  are,  the  extra  provision  of  handrails  to  staircases, 
ramps  in  place  of  steps  in  houses  where  there  is  a wheelchair,  bath 
seats,  fixed  handrails  beside  baths  and  waterclosets,  widening  of 
gateways,  lowering  of  kitchen  fixtures,  ' . 
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This  Council  and  the  County  Council  each  contribute  50% 
of  the  cost  of  carrying  out  the  works  of  adaptation.  During  1971  the 
Surveyor  to  the  Council,  carried  out  on  this  basis  alterations  to 
13  Council  houses. 

(, b ) Under  the  Acts  the  Council  is  empowered  to  make  Grants 
to  owners  who  wish  to  improve  their  property.

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HOUSING— COMPREHENSIVE  SCHEMES 

During  the  year  the  comprehensive  schemes  for  old  people 
which  were  commenced  in  1070  were  completed. 

There  are  now  nine  comprehensive  schemes  within  the  Rural 
District.  These  are  situated  in  the  parishes  of  Bearpark,  Belmont, 
Bowburn,  Coxhoe,  Pity  Me,  Pittington,  Quarrington  Hill,  West 
Rainton  and  Witton  Gilbert. 

All  the  dwellings  are  centrally  heated  and  there  is  an  alarm 
and  communication  system  in  each  of  the  dwellings  whereby  the 
Warden’s  services  can  be  requested  when  required. 

A Communal  Hall  adjoins  the  bungalows  and  flats. 

In  1972  it  is  proposed  to  install  an  alarm  system  in  other  bunga- 
lows occupied  by  elderly  persons  and  to  appoint  Good  Neighbour/ 
Wardens.

Diphtheria.

The  County  Medical  Officer  arranges  that  propaganda  leaflets 
drawing  attention  to  the  need  for  children  to  be  protected  against 
smallpox,  whooping  cough  and  diphtheria  are  sent  to  parents  by 
post  when  their  children  attain  the  age  of  four  months.  Further 
propaganda  regarding  immunisation  against  diphtheria  is  despatched 
when  children  are  one  year  old  and  again  at  four  years,  nine  months 
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Table  VI  shows  the  records  of  children  receiving  combined 
injections  during  1971. 


Food  Poisoning. 

There  were  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  the  year. 


Infective  Jaundice.
